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INCORPORATION NOTICE, HOURS 15 





The Art Institute of Chicago was incorporated May 24, 1879, 
for the “founding and maintenance of schools of art and design, 
the formation and exhibition of collections of objects of art, and 
the cultivation and extension of the arts of design by any appro- 
priate means.” The charter was amended, taking effect on Decem- 
ber 1, 1925, and now reads, “for the object to found, build, main- 
tain and operate museums of fine arts, schools and libraries of 
art, design, and the drama, with authority to confer degrees and 
grant diplomas; to build, maintain and operate theatres, lecture 
halls, workshops and lunch rooms in connection therewith, and 
to carry on appropriate activities conducive to the artistic de- 
velopment of the community; to form, preserve and exhibit 
collections of objects of art of all kinds; to cultivate and extend 
the arts of design and the drama by any appropriate means; to 
provide lectures, instruction, and entertainments including dra- 
matic, operatic and musical performances of all kinds, in 
furtherance of the general purposes of the Institute; to receive 
in trust property of all kinds and to exercise all necessary powers 
as trustees for such trust estates whose objects are in further- 
ance of the general powers of the Institute, or for the establish- 
ment or maintenance of works of art in the community.” 





The museum building upon the lake front, first occupied in 
1893, is open to the public every week day from September 1 to 
May 31; from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; to 5:30 from June 1 to August 
31; Sundays from 12 to 8 p.m. from September 1 to May 31, to 
9 p.m. from June 1 to August 31. Admission is free to members 
and their families and to school children of Illinois at all times, 
and free to all upon Wednesdays, Saturdays, Sundays, and 
public holidays. The Ryerson and Burnham Libraries are open 
free on week days from 9 a.m, to 5 p.m.; Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays also from 6 to 9 p.m., Sundays, 2 to 6 p.m. 

The art school, affording comprehensive courses in the fine 
and applied arts, together with the Kenneth Sawyer Goodman 
Memorial Theatre, is under the same roof. The latter has a 
separate entrance at Monroe Street and South Park Drive. 

All members are entitled, with their families and visiting 
friends, to the use of the Ryerson and Burnham Libraries as well 
as to admission to all exhibitions, receptions, public lectures, and 
entertainments given by The Art Institute (excepting the Sunday 
concerts), 


Visitors desiring to see the collections of the museum under 
guidance may make appointments with museum instructors.

OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Governing Members of the Art Institute of 
Chicago: 


All American art museums have been forced to make 
severe retrenchments during the past year. Some have 
closed their doors, others are open for two or three days 
a week; all have found it necessary to reduce personnel. 
The Art Institute began the year with a meager budget 
but it was soon found that general income from securi- 
ties, taxes, memberships, tuitions, door receipts and other 
sources would be much less than had been anticipated. 
Drastic reductions in the museum and in the school were 
immediately put into effect. These economies have neces- 
sarily lowered the quantity and quality of service ren- 
dered the public by the institution. 

The Membership Department reports a total member- 
ship of 13,349, a loss of 935 for the year. Life mem- 
berships, however, were increased by 71 and $22,581.50 
was added to the Life Membership Endowment Fund 
which now amounts to $1,275,565. 

Attendance for the year numbered 901,172. 


The Goodman Theatre, through an aggressive cam- 
paign for rentals and careful attention to expenditures, 
was enabled to balance its budget. The following plays 
were offered free to members: “Right You Are,” “The 
Good Hope,” “The Enchanted April,” “Lady Winder- 
mere’s Fan,” “The Cassilis Engagement,” and “The 
Pillars of Society.”” The productions in the Children’s 
Theatre were “A Kiss for Cinderella,” “The Cricket on 
the Hearth,” “The Emperor’s New Clothes” and “The 
Nightingale.” The number of students in the School of 
the Drama has increased by twenty per cent. 

The total enrolment in the Art School amounted to 
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3,551 students. Miss Mary C. Scovel, for twelve years 
head of the Teacher Training Department, and Miss 
Matilda Vanderpoel, who has been a member of the 
faculty for over forty years, resigned on account of ill 
health. 

The Ryerson and Burnham Libraries have served 
81,789 readers during the year. The purchase of books 
and magazines has been greatly reduced but available 
funds are too small to permit necessary binding of books 
and periodicals or to guard against increasing vandalism. 
We may be compelled to abandon the “open shelf” sys- 
tem now in force or to restrict library service to our 
staff, to students of the Art Institute and to members. 
The Trustees wish especially to thank Miss C. S. Ne- 
grescou, Mrs. Charles Fabens Kelley and Mrs. Norman 
L. Rice for volunteer supervision in the Periodical 
Room; Miss Mary Louise Anderson, Irving K. Pond, 
Carter H. Harrison, Thomas E. Tallmadge, George G. 
Elmslie, Holabird and Root, and the Needlework and 
Textile Guild for books, photographs and slides, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Martin A. Ryerson for greatly appreciated gifts 
of $2,000 to be applied to the purchase of books. 

The Department of Museum Instruction reports a 
marked increase in adult interest and attendance espe- 
cially in the evening classes. Since the Chicago School 
Board has eliminated the docent detailed for gallery 
tours in the Art Institute and since many private and 
suburban schools have discontinued their visits through 
lack of funds it was found necessary to drop one in- 
structor from the staff of this Department. 

Four hundred and sixty-five lectures were given in 
Fullerton Hall to 140,032 listeners. 


The Extension Department.gave a total of 435 lec- 
tures and gallery tours at which the attendance was 129; 
762. Through the abiding interest of Mrs. James Nelson 
Raymond we were enabled to continue the classes for 
Children of Members and of Public Schools for another 
year. 
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The Curator of the Children’s Museum has given dur- 
ing the winter and spring a story hour for children of 
members and during the fall a series called “Tales of a 
Traveler” which covered a detailed art pilgrimage to 
Germany, Belgium and Holland. Exhibitions in this 
Department included: Christmas sculpture and paint- 
ings made by children in the Saturday classes of the Art 
Institute School, work of the classes under the James 
Nelson Raymond Lecture Fund for the Children of 
Members and of the Public Schools, and Animals in Art. 
Important gifts to the Department were made by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles H. Worcester, Mrs. A. W. Wickett, 
Mr. and Mrs. T. Shimo and Felix Gehrmann. 

Important accessions to the Department of Paintings 
and Sculpture include a painting by Eugéne Delacroix 
entitled “Saracens and Crusaders” purchased from the 
Simeon B. Williams Fund ; “Portrait of a Girl” by Arent 
de Gelder from the Wirt D. Walker Fund; “The Dance” 
by Pietro Longhi, presented by Charles H. Worcester; 
“Pigeons” by Nicolay Cikovsky and “The Cove” by 
William Zorach (Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan Pur- 
chase Prizes); “Yacht Race” by Maurice Prendergast 
and “From Brittany” by Heinrich Campendonk (W. F. 
Blair Purchase Prizes) ; and “The Martyrdom of Saint 
Catherine,” Anglo-Norman XIV century, purchased 
from the McKay Fund. 

By the bequest of Martin A. Ryerson the Department 
will receive his great collection of paintings and sculp- 
ture which, unequalled in quality and in extent, com- 
prises one of the most important bequests ever made to 
an American or European Museum. Through the be- 
quest of Mrs. Lewis L. Coburn our Collections will be 
enriched by outstanding groups of Impressionist and 
Post-Impressionist oil paintings and water colors of 
“690m some noteworthy examples are illustrated in this 
volume. 


The Department of Oriental Art has received from 
H. R. Warner 71 netsuke, 31 Japanese prints and other 
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jade and lacquer objects; 30 textiles, a Syrian 14th cen- 
tury glass lamp, 5 Japanese sake bottles and East Indian 
jewelry from Martin A. Ryerson; from Guy H. Mitchell 
5 Chinese costumes and a Tibetan 18th century seated 
bronze Lama; from F. W. Gookin 8 Japanese prints; 
from Robert Allerton a plaster cast of an Indo-Chinese 
sculptured figure. The following additions to the Lucy 
Maud Buckingham Collection have been made: 2 Chinese 
sculptures of the Sui Dynasty, a bronze Lei with cover, 
Chou Dynasty; bronze ornaments, Han Dynasty. To 
the Clarence Buckingham collection of Japanese prints 
have been added 2 scroll paintings by Kand Isen and 60 
prints by various masters. Under the terms of her 
father’s will, Miss Alice Getty has presented us with his 
famous study collection of Hindu and Buddhist deities, 
numbering about 500 pieces. 


Miss Julie Michelet, Keeper of Muhammadan Art, 
resigned in December to be married. 


The Decorative Arts Department have received from 
the Antiquarian Society Queen Anne and William and 
Mary furniture, from Robert Allerton six Dutch and 
Italian decorative paintings, large groups of English 
pewter and English architectural fragments, English and 
Bavarian furniture and a collection of German faience 
dated from 1526 to 1800, from Mrs. Emily Crane Chad- 
bourne 14 pieces of glass, 11 pieces of furniture, rugs, 
ceramics and metal work, from Guy H. Mitchell Italian 
sculpture, furniture and ceramics, from Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin A. Ryerson Italian and Dutch furniture of the 
16th and 17th Centuries, English, Italian and Dutch 
Pottery, a French 16th Century stained glass window 
and 25 textiles. Other important gifts were made by 
Miss L. Chislett, Charles W. Hubbard and Horace S. 
Hubbard, Mrs. Howard Linn, A. D. Longaker, Mrs. 
Robert Mandel, G. R. Schmidt and Mrs. A. W. Wickett. 
An English exterior doorway and door, c.1750, was pur- 
chased as a memorial to Howard Van Doren Shaw. 
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Gifts to the Department of Prints and Drawings in- 
clude: a collection of 232 etchings and 2 drawings by 
Donald Shaw MacLaughlan and two proofs pulled by 
M~.MacLaughlan from Rembrandt’s plates of “Johannes 
Utenbogardus” (R. 279) and “The Bathers” (R. 195) 
now in the Bibliothéque Nationale, a lithograph “Still 
Life” by Glenn O. Coleman, gifts of Walter S. Brewster. 
In memory of her husband, Isaac K. Friedman, Mrs. 
Friedman has given to the Print Department a group of 
etchings, aquatints and illustrated books collected by him. 
The gift includes Milton’s “Minor Poems” and an Eng- 
lish version of the “Eclogues of Virgil” with illustra- 
tions by Samuel Palmer, plates from such noteworthy 
color-plate books as “Microcosm of London,” Malton’s 
“Picturesque View of the City of Dublin,” Dubourg’s 
“Views of Rome,” books of travel with lithographic 
illustrations printed by Hullmandel, and a set of Boy- 
dell’s “Shakespeare.” To the Albert Roullier Memorial 
Collection of Modern French Prints, 6 prints by Dau- 
bigny, Helleu, Legrand, Lunois, Renouard have been 
added by Mrs. Albert Roullier and Miss Alice Roullier. 
The collection of work by contemporary print makers 
has been increased by 12 etchings, the gift of the Chi- 
cago Society of Etchers from the First International 
Exhibition of Etching and Engraving, the Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank G. Logan Prizes from the same Exhibition and 
the Mr. and Mrs. Frank G. Logan and the Walter S. 
Brewster Prizes from the Third International Exhibition 
of Lithography and Wood Engraving, 1 etching by 
Segonzac “Woman Lying on the Sands,” the gift of 
Mrs. Charles Netcher and 2 lithographs by Vlaminck, 
the gift of Martin A. Ryerson. A fine addition to 
the collection of chiaroscuro prints was “Diogenes” by 
Ugo da Carpi, the gift of Guy H. Mitchell. The drawing 
collection was augmented by four drawings, “Christ and 
the Woman Taken in Adultery” by DeKoninck, the gift 
of the Print and Drawing Club, “Standing Nude” by 
Léopold Survage, the gift of Robert Allerton, and 2 
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drawings by Jack Stark, the gifts of Mrs. James Ward 
Thorne and Mrs. C. Morse Ely. 

Noteworthy exhibitions held during the year in addi- 
tion to the Annual American, Chicago, International 
Water Color, International Lithography and Wood En- 
graving, International Etching and Engraving include 
an exhibition of Color Plate Books and Original Draw- 
ings from the collection of Mrs. James Ward Thorne, 
Prints by Rembrandt, Lithographs by Bellows, Swedish 
Wall Decorations, the Collection of Miss Florence Dibell 
Bartlett; Muhammadan Bookbindings, The Mexican 
Exhibition, Russian Icons. 

By the bequest of Albert B. Kuppenheimer a Scholar- 
ship Fund of $15,000 was established in the Art School. 
The Tuesday Art and Travel Club added $458.85 to their 
Scholarship Fund. The Alumni Association gave $240 
for an Alumni Scholarship. Through the bequest 
of John R. Winterbotham, The Joseph Winterbotham 
Fund was increased by $15,000. The available income 
of the Wirt D. Walker Fund was increased by $15,000 
annually through the death of Mrs. Victor Elting to 
whom an annuity had been paid.

The Trustees mourn the passing of their fellow Trus- 
tees Julius Rosenwald and Martin A. Ryerson. The be- 
quest of Mr. Ryerson has been covered in full in the 
January number of the Art Institute Bulletin. 

Early in the year your Trustees, after several confer- 
ences with the authorities of A Century of Progress 
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Exposition, assumed the responsibility for the selecting, 
collection and display of the official Fine Arts Exhibit. 
The entire second floor will be devoted to this exhibition 
which will show not only the painting of the last century 
but the background for it and the product of contempo- 
rary painters and sculptors as well. Painting from the 
12th to the 19th century will be arranged in a sequence 
of nine galleriés. Nineteenth Century foreign painting 
will occupy eight galleries, American painting twelve 
galleries and contemporary foreign painting five galleries. 
A parallel exhibition of Prints and Drawings is being 
arranged by the Department of Prints. This work is so 
far advanced and the responses from private collectors 
and from museums so generous that the Governing Mem- 
bers may be assured that the forthcoming exhibition will 
be in quality the most important yet held in America.

events in American history.” Income amounting to $412,591.68 is 
on hand from this fund, of which $384,210.96 is temporarily 
invested in bonds and notes that are in the custody of the North- 
ern Trust Company, and $28,380.72 is cash on deposit. Of the 
total income ($1,078,034.99) received, $665,443.31 was paid out 
for monuments and their maintenance.

BENEFACTORS: Whenever any person shall have con- 
tributed fifty thousand dollars or more, or its equivalent, to The 
Art Institute of Chicago, he shall be named a Benefactor cf 
The Art Institute, and his name shall be printed in each Annual 
Report under the head of Benefactors of The Art Institute, and 
also be placed on the Benefactors tablet in the main hall. 

Living Benefactors become Honorary Governing Life Mem- 
bers and are henceforth exempt from dues. 

HONORARY MEMBERS: Honorary Members are chosen 
from among persons who have rendered eminent service to the 
institution, 

GOVERNING MEMBERS only shall have the right to vote 
for or be eligible to the office of Trustee. The number of Gov- 
erning Members shall be limited to two hundred.and fifty. Each 
Governing Member pays one hundred dollars upon election and 
annual dues of twenty-five dollars. 

Governing Members, upon payment of four hundred dollars, 
are exempt from dues and are known as GOVERNING LIFE 
MEMBERS. The receipts from these funds are invested, and 
the income only expended, 

SUSTAINING MEMBERS: Sustaining Members shall be 
those who contribute twenty-five dollars or more annually to The 
Art Institute. They shall be entitled to all the privileges of 
Governing Members, excepting the right to vote for, or be eligible 
to, the office of Trustee. 

LIFE MEMBERS: Life Members, upon the payment of 
one hundred dollars, have all the privileges of Annual Members 
for life. All receipts from these memberships are invested, and 
the income only expended, 

ANNUAL MEMBERS: Annual Members pay ten dollars 
a year. 

The Art Institute has reciprocal arrangements with a num- 
ber of other museums, whereby the membership cards of one 
are honored by the others. This constitutes a valuable privilege 
when visiting the cities indicated. 


Such arrangements are in force with the Metropolitan 
Museum of Fine Arts in New York; Milwaukee (Wis.) Art 
Institute; Toledo (O.) Museum of Art; The Cleveland (0O.) 
Museum of Art; Wichita (Kans.) Art Association ; The Charles- 
ton (S. C.) Museum; Fine Arts Gallery of San Diego (Calif.); 
The Newark (N. J.) Museum Assn. (Newark, Museum.) 

All members are entitled, with their families and non-resi- 
dent visiting friends, to all lectures, receptions, and exhibitions 
given by The Art Institute, with the exception of special enter- 
tainments in Fullerton Hall, the Kenneth Sawyer Goodman 
Memorial Theatre or elsewhere. Sunday concerts are also ex- 
cepted.
